Coroncr’s Verdict Manslauchter. 

The Coroner’s inquest into the 
death of Miss Rappe was the most 
important feature of the Arbuckle 
case yesterday. A verdict charging 
manslaughter was returned. 

The verdict read: 

“We the Coroner’s jury find that 
the said Virginia Rappe, age 25, 
single, residence Los Angeles, came 
to her death on Sept. 9, at the Wake- 
fleld sanitarium from a ruptured 
bladder, contributing cause, periton- 
itis. 

“And we further find that said 
Virginia Rappe came to her death 
from peritonitis cause l by a rupture 
of the urinary bladder, caused by 
the application of some force, which, 
from the evidence submitted, was 
applied by one Roscoe Arbuckle. 

“We, the undersigned jurors, 
therefore, charge the said Arbuckle 
with the crime of the manslaughter. 

“We, the undersigned jurors rec- 
ommend that the District Attorney, 
Chief of Police, grand jury and pro- 
hibition officers take steps to pre- 
vent a further occurrence of affairs 
such az the one whith caused this 
young woman's death, so that San 
Francisco will not be made the ren- 
dezvous of the debauchee and the 
gangster.” 

A Minority Verdict. 

Ben Boas, one of the nine jurors, 
returned a minority verdict in which 
he said that Miss , appe’s fatal in- 
juries were caused by the applica- 
tion of some force “but I am unable 
to say who, applied it.”

Treasury regulations making effec- 
tive such a provision of the law were 
issued by Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner Roper with the approval of 
Secretary McAdoo in October, 1918, 
and. because of the general lack of 
public knowledge respecting the pro- 
vision Congress never has enacted 
legislation nullifying it, officials said. 

The law applies specifically to ex- 
emption from payment of tax, offi- 
cials pointed out, but in its applica- 
tion makes manufacture of wine at 
home possible provided the manufac- 
ture is by the head of a family and 
the wine produced be not sold or oth- 


erwise removed from the place of { 


manufacture.

Carlsons With Young Baby Are 
. Accompanied by Another 
Illinois. Woman. 


By the Associated Press. 
RIGA, Sept. 15.—Sven Ronald 


Carlson, a pale but lively 8-months- 
old baby, so far as is known, the 


under the soviet regime, was‘ among 
the five American refugees arriving 
in Riga from Russia yesterday. He 
is the son of Harold Carison, whose 
home is Chic ago. 

Mr. and Mrs. Carlson, Sven and a 
9-year-old sister and Mrs. Bronislava 
Dalberg, who also lives in Chicago, 
made up the party of Americans re- 
leased by the soviet government, un- 
der the terms of the agreement with 
the American relief administration, 
who reached Riga today. 

Carlson was extremely emaciated 
a8 @ result of his experiences in Rus- 
sia, but Mrs. Carlson and the little 
98-year-old girl, who had spent most 
of her life in Russia, looked well. 

The Carlsons and Mrs. Dalbers 
are virtually destitute, having sold 
~~ of their belongings from time 
to time in order to live. 

Worked in Public Dining Room. 

Mrs. Carlson, according to her 
husband. was forced to work in a 
Bolshevik public dining room and 
could not obtain permission to cease 
her work until a fortnight before 
little Sven Was born. Then she had 
to return to her duties six weeks 
later. The joint salary of the Carl- 
sons, he working as ‘a clerk in the 
commissariat of foreign trade, av- 
eraged during the past six months 
about 18,000 rubles, or about 40 
cents a day—enough to buy six 
pounds of bread. They had no Gov- 
ernment rations but, as Carlson said, 
“like everyone else in Russia, we 
managed in some way.” 

The four Carlsons had to live in 
two rooms in Moscow, while Mrs. 
Dalberg, together with her daughter 
and son-in-law, the latter a Russian 
professor, and two ehildren, had one 
living room and one office for the 
son-in-law. 

Went to Russia as Clerk. 

Carlson went to Russia five years 
ago to work as a clerk for the In- 
ternational Harvester Co. He mar- 
'ried a Russian woman, a widow, just 
ie the time most of the Americans

ieft Russia in 1913, and decided to 
stay with his wife in Russia He was 
under arrest for two months. He 
said he found that in work the Bol- 
sheviki were inefficient. 

Of the few Americans remaining 
in Moscow, according to Carlson, a 
majority of them are so old and s0 
‘accustomed to Russia that they prob- 
ably will stay there, fearing to go 
home and take their chances in a new 
life. 

Mrs. Dalberg says she was ill when 
her husband had to leave Russia, 
and was left behind. She is of Po- 
lish birth and is going to Warsaw, 
where she esaid today she wanted 
her husband to join her.

This 
fact is shown in a bulletin issued 
here by William H. Lewis, Commis- 
sioner of the Bureau of Labor, stat- 
ine that the average rate of inter- 
est to Missouri farmers is lower 
than the rate in any of the other 
mid-Western States The states in- 
eluded in the group are Muissourl, 
Kansas. Minnesota, loa. North and 
Bouth Dakota and Nebraska. 

“Bankers. financiers and others 
who loan money to those who till 
the soil, run dairy farms and follow 
pomology in the State have more 
faith in the ability of Missouri! farm- 
ere to pay back sums advanced early 
each season to purchase seed, stock, 
agricultural implements and other) 
necessities.”” according to the bulle- 
tin. “The Missouri rate on short- | 
time loans this year was even lower 
than the rate in Tennessee, Alabama. | 
Mississippi. Louisiana, Texas, Okla- 
homa. Arkansas, South Carolina, 
(,eorgia Florida. Montana, Wvo- 
ming, Colorado, New Mexico. Utah, 
Nevada. idaho, Washington, Oregon 
and California.”

| The Soldier's Side of It. 
To the Bditer of the Post-Diepatch. 
OUR editorial in Monday's issue on 


“BB the Adjusted Compensation Bill (er- 
roneously referred to as a “bonus"’) fo)- 


. as it does, a similar editorial 
published at the time of the President's 
fate ce in Congress in a manner 
bitterly condemned by Republicans when 

appearances were made by Presi- 
dent Wilson, leads me to present to you 
and to the public one or two angles of 
the question not brought out in either 
editorial. 

The statement of your belief that most 
ex-service men concur in your views is 
most easily disposed of by referring you 
to the records of the last national conven- 
tion of the American Legion, and, in case 
it should be said that the legion does 
not fairly represent all ex-service men. 
to a vote taken among all ex-service 
seen, whether legionnaires or not, in St. 
Louis in the fall of 1919, and to similar 
votes taken in other parts of the country. 
These votes are facts, not surmises, and 
run about 99 to one in favor of adjust- 
ed compensation. 

And why adjusted compensation? That 
is a feir question here, since the “gra- 
tuity for patriotiam” clap-trap seems not 
te have been as thoroughly exploded in 
St. Louis as in the rest of the country. 
a debt which those who

with it.” 

Injury .to City’s Credit Alleged. 

It was charged that the publica- 
tions were designed to give the im- 
pression that the city was unworthy 
of crédit and that it would be dan- 
gerous to invest in its bonds or to 
enter into contracts with it for the 
sale of materials, labor or supplies. 

To show the basis of the alleged 
damage, the declaration sets forth 
that in its activities on behalf of a 
population of 3,000,000 the city op- 
erates property worth $350,000,000. 

It is averred that the materials 
and labor necessary to operate these 
properties cost $50,000,000 a year 
and that the city also has to pur- 
chase about $7,000,000 worth of new 
property every year, exclusive of 
school property, which additions are 
made largely through the medium of 
competitive bids. “Good financial 
credit”” is named as a necessity for 
conducting the municipal business 
and it is alleged that whatever in- 
juriously affects the city’s credit re- 
sults in its 
prices for its materials and restricts 
the number of competitive bids. The 
declaration charges that the Tribune 
attacks on the city finances caused 
some persons, firms or corporations 
who otherwise would have bid, to 
refrain from doing so. 

The declaration also points out that 
many civic improvements were un- 
der consideration or construction at 
| the time of the alleged libel and that 
the city expected to raise funds for 
these by offering bonds “upon the 
market to the public.” It argues 
that the proceeds of such bond sales 
depend upon the price of the securi- 
ties in the open market and infers 
that the alleged libelous publica- 
tions so impaired the city’s credit 
that the value of its bonds was de- 
preciated. 

The declaration emphasizes that 
the city has various funds including 
‘the corporate fund, proceeds from 
special assessments and a water 
fund. It acknowledges that some- 
times there may not be ehough act- 
ual cash on hand in the corporate 
fund to meet all the current obli- 
gations of the city,” but it avers 
that the other funds have been at

Even the dogs are lean. The horses 
show every Trib in their bodies and 
many of them stand motionless with 
closed eyes, too weak even to brush 
away the flies. Most of the people 
are too dirty to show whether they 
are pale or not, but many of the chil- 
dren are dreadful to look at. 

This afternoon I noticed a bundle 
of rags stirring slightly amid a heap 
of rubbish and reftse. I approached 
and a boy of about 15 looked up at 
me. His skin was drawn tightly over 
his pinched face; his eyes were like 
two slits. His face was ashen gray; 
his gray lips were shriveled as to 
bare his teeth in a horrible manner. 
He lodked down again, his pointed 
nose almost touching the rubbish 
heap. His gray hands moved feebly 
amongst the garbage. He found a 
piece of green melon rind. He took 
it in the flat of his hand and scraped 
off the shriveled fleshy part with his 
teeth. 


Cold Will Kill Many. 

The weather has been warm and 
dry, although the nights are cool.

Her limbs were like 
thin, fragile sticks. Her flesh was 
pasty and flaccid. She looked hor- 
ribly grotesque, like some impish 
monstrosity,

ately abandoned by their parents in 


the streets of Samara are brought to ) 


a “distributing station,” which now 
holds some 400 or 500 of them. I 
saw one suffering from cholera, but 
a few have typhus. They were all 
dirty and clothed in rags, most of 
them terribly emaciated. One little 
boy, with a drawn, pinched face and 
big, expressionless cyes, seemed, too 
weak to smile or cry; but when he re- 
ceived a piece of chocolate the faint- 
est shadow of a smile flitted almost 
imperceptibly across his face as he 
pushed it feebly into his mouth. 
The whimpering and wailing of 
children less weakened by hunger 
filled the. whole building. There was 
only one doctor present. He has 
several female assistants, but they, 
too, half starved and overworked, can 
do little even with the best will. 
There is no soap, no fuel, no medi- 
cine, so the children can nefther be 
washed norereceive medical treat- 
ment. Five or six die every day. 
On the banks of the Volga, a few 
miles from Samara, are several “san- 
atoria, children’s colonies and forest 
schools,”” where the admirable edu- 
cational ideals of the present Russian 
Government were beginning to, ma-' 
terjalize. These institutions are fine 
country houses, formerly private 
property of wealthy Samara mer- 
chants. They are built in little 
patches of forest and overlook the 
river but lack of food and fuel is 
emptying them one after another. 
The children are packed into carts 
and taken to Samara, where they are 
absorbed by the amorphous mass of 
misery and destitution.
